PREf^RlNG YOUR BLENDER 



1 Before assembling your blender, wipe blandar base with a warm sudsy cloth, 
then wips ciean wilh a damp cioth. Dry with a soft clolh. Wash blender jar. lid, collar 
and blades in warm, sudsy water Rinse and wipe parts dry 




2, Turn blender jar upside down Placs the 
gasket on thB blade assembly (Fig 2) 

3. Place ihs blade assembly wiih tha gastet 
in the bottom opening of the jar (F<g.3) 

4 Twisi collar onto jar. Be sure to engage 
threads properly and securely (Fig.4), 
Turn assembled jar right sids up (FigS), 
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OPERATING YOUR BLENDER 



Your blender has been designed to work in a 
variety of ways to suit your blending needs 
Once you plug the blender in, the OFF button 
illuminates Operate the blender in either 
continuous or pulsa mode by pressing the 
speed buttons The blender has a soft start 
function when used in the continuous mode 
(Fig, 6) 

1 Make sure the power cord is unplugged 

2 Place Blender motor/base on a dry level, 

stable surface 

3. Set jar assembly into place on motor/base, 
making sure motor/base and Jar are 
securely tightened into place 

4 Place the food soiids and liquids; to be 
biended into the jar and put the lid on 
the jar before blending Be sure the 
measuring cup is in place in the middle 
of the lid 

5 Plug power cord into a standard 
120-V, 60 Hz AG-only, 3-prong 
electrical outlet. The blue LCD 
display wilt say, 0:00 for the timer, 
and the blue Off indicator light will 
illuminate (Fig. 7).

S. To lurn on the blender in continuous 
mode, press one of the following speed 
buttons; Stir (slowest), Chop, Mix, Puree, 
or Liquefy (fastest) . The button for the 
speed you select witl luminals blue and 
the blender's timet witl start counting the 
seconds the blender is in operation 

The blender will run continuously after 
you press the button and until you press 
the samB button again, or press the OFF 
button 



You can change blender speeds by 
pressing a different button without first 
pressing OFF The timer feature wiil 
continue while you are blending and will 
pause in its count when you re-push a speed button to shut the blender df The timer 
wifl re-set itself to zero only if you press the OFF burton 

7 To run the blender intermittently (pulse mode) rather than continuously, first press the 
PULSE button- The PULSE button tight wiil flash biue Then press one of the five 
speed buttons above it The speed button you press wilt itluminate biue. Then 
press and hold down the PULSE button to run the blender at 
that speed When you release the button the blender will stop and turn OFF 



WARNING: Flashing fight Indicates ready to operate. 
Do not touch blades, 



8 The Ice Crush button is the highest and strongest blender speed . The blender wiil 
begin to operate at this speed as soon as you press the button, but will only continue 
to operate as long as you hold the button down. While the buiton is pressed, 

it nominates blue. As soon as you stop pressing the button, the blender turns OFF 

9 As a safety feature, the timer on the blender will shut the blender off when i! reaches 
5 minutes. It will then be in the OFF mode with the blue OFF button illuminated 

10 To add food or fruit to the jar while the blender is running, remove the measuring cup 
in the middle of the lid Add the food or fruit through the hole In the middle of the lid 
and then replace the measuring cup on lid NEVER start up the blender without the 
lid in place. The speed of the blades will throw contents high up in the jar and 
without the ild it could spill out. 

NOTE: Only operate btender in one speed at a time.

For quicker, easier blending, cut food Into 2-in. long pieces before adding to faiender |ar 
To chop, grate or prepare fruit smoothies, with either fresh or frozen fruit, cut fruit into 
about 3/4-inch long pieces 

To best circulate foods or fruit that are to be blended with liquid, pour the liquid into the jar 
first, then add the solid foods or fruit. 

Some tasks cannot be performed efficiently with a blender, These are: Beating egg whites, 
whipping cream, mashing potatoes, grinding meats, mixing dough, and extractingjuices 
from fruit and vegetables 

The following items should never be placed in the blender jar, as they can cause damage: 
Bones, large pieces of solid frozen foods, or dense, tough foods such as turnips.. 

To crush ice. ALWAYS have liquid in the jar Star! out with 2 cups of liquid, and add about 
2 cups of ice cubes. Hold one hand firmly on the lid Push the ice Crush button 

If more tee is needed, remove the measuring cup in the middle of the lid and add cubes 
one at a time through the hole in the lid DO NOT CRUSH ICE WITHOUT LIQUID 

Failure to follow these directions can result In damage to the blades, jar, blender motor, 
and possibly result In persona! injury.

1 Before cleaning, unplug the blender. 

2. Rinse parts (jar, blade assembly, gasket, collar, lid and measuring cup Inner lid) 
immediately after blending for easier cleanup 

3. All removable parts can be washed by hand or In a dishwasher The lid, measuring 
cup, collar, gasket and blade assembly should be placed in the top rack only. 
Disassemble before placing in the dishwasher, The jars are bottom rack 
dishwasher-safe Do not place the jar or any other parts in boiling liquids, 

4. The molor/base is designed to be resistant to liquids, If liquids split into the motor/base 

• Unplug the motor/base 

« Wipe with a damp cloth and dry thoroughly 

5 Do not use abrasive scouring pads or cleaners on base as finish may become 
scratched or damaged
